With Nazis in Russia 


AT THE GERMAN FRONTIER, Feb. 5.—(AP)—Days 
without sun ... days of never-ending snow and piercing 
cold.... “many days of hopelessness” ,.. days deep in 
the forests ... days of howling blizzards sweeping over 
the frozen plains. 

That is the “vision of a German it 
written by a Nazi trooper somewhere in Russia and pub- 
lished in the Nazi army’s eastern front newspaper. 

But looming largest in this “vision” of the fighting on 
the snowbound eastern front appears to be the figure of 
an enemy who is not tired, as was the foe in France, but 
ever virulent, forceful and aggressive. 

Scandinavians would say that this unidentified Ger- 
man soldier is a victim of ‘“northerm sickness’—the name 
| they apply to the malady that comes of living too long 
| away from cities, deep in the woods removed from the 
life of family and community. 

As recorded here from a German broadcast, the sol- 
dier wrote: 

“When we see all the destruction, all the pains of this 
war of two worlds; when snow covers the endless wastes 
of the Russian territories with its white blanket—then we 
think of the future, of our homes, and of a better world. 
| “In France everything was different. The French were 

a tired people, overthrown within a few weeks by our 
| ardent fighters. All this was easy, simple, self-evident. 

“But since we have been marching in Russia we have 
had many days of hopelessness—not that all became hope- 
less, but that this dreary feeling has walked with us and 
beside us as a constant comrade. 

“Death lurks everywhere in the forests and swamps. 
Like a ferocious beast the enemy lurks in the woods. 

“Then there are days and days when the rain pours 
down without end. The trenches are knee-deep in water 
and everything is full of dirt and slime. 

“There, where the fighting is merciless, we often have 
asked ourselves, ‘Is this still to be called war?’ 

“We have seen terrible sights—the destruction of homes, 
people burned, cattle wandering aimlessly. 

“Sabotage and murder lurk in every corner.’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(4)— 

A suggestion that the government 
as a war-time measure select high 
‘school youths of unusual talents 
and finance their education in in- 
istitutions of higher learning was 
made today by a commission of 
_the National Education Associa- 
tion. 
“It is not to be forgotten that it 
was the work of a group of young 
‘university physicists that gave the 
RAF technical air superiority to 
prevent a German _ invasion of 
Britain in 1940,” said a _ report 
from the association’s educational 
policies commission, 

The commission proposed that 
(10 per cent of youths 17 to 19 be 
selected for a special category. 
They would be chosen for sound 
physique, intellectual promise in 
scientific lines, general ability and 
|leadership, or characteristics like- 
‘ly to make a good pilot or flying 
‘officer. 
| Special boards, to which Army 
and Navy officers would be at- 
tached, would have power to allo- 
cate these men for service in: 

1. The Army and Navy as en- 
listed men; 2. Schoo or colleges 
for additional part-time or full- 
time training; 3. Officers’ 
‘ing Corps, or 4. In commissioned 
service.

government provide’ funds for

| “The nation’s safety,” “kai the

When Spring Comes 


The crucial hours of the war, insofar as the 
Furopean fronts are concerned, will probably 
come with the spring. For then, the Nazis will 
face the Russian armies without the handicap 
of winter, then they will be able, if they still 
have sufficient force remaining, to stake their 
all on a great offensive, designed to knock the 
Soviet out of the conflict for good and all. 

The purpose of the Russian offensives 
through the winter months has been to destroy 
so much German equipment, kill or capture 50 
many German troops, that Hitler will not be 
able to muster a striking force, in the spring, 
sufficiently strong to bring him decisive 
victory on the eastern front. 

- Ground regained by the Russians during the 
winter is not so important as the destruction 
wreaked upon German arms. Some important 
key cities have, of course, been retaken. Such 
as Moshaisk. If the Soviet armies can capture 
Smolensk, Karkov and ean re-establish them- 
selves on the west side of the Dneiper river, 
they 41) have achieved really important 
strategic gains. Otherwise, they are simply 
making it harder for the Germans in their 
spring effort to drive deeper than ever into the 
vast distances of Sovietland. 

Hitler has, of recent days, been rushing 
reserves into the Russian battle. He has drawn 
these from the troops of occupation in con- 
quered countries. This would, on its face, indi- 
cate a desperate need for more manpower on 
‘he German side. However, the Nazi leaders 
are masters of deception. It may be for the 
very purpose of inducmMmeg such belief, that these 
reserve troops have been used, while another 
creat force is gathering material and power 
for the spring drive which must be against 
some portion of the Russian line. 


If the Russians are sufficiently successful 


during the remaining months of winter, they 
may make hopeless, before it begins, any spring 
offensive by the Nazi foes. 

Otherwise, the fate of the war may well be 
decided after the snows and the ice have gone, 
when Hitler stakes his all on the great gamble 
for Russian defeat.

For Co-ordination 

One of the most impelling factors in the 
appointment of Lord Beaverbrook as British 
minister of war production, was the need for a 
British official of corresponding authority to 
that given Donald M. Nelson in the United 
States. 

The successful prosecution of the war 
depends upon closest co-operation between the 
United States and Great Britain. Upon these 
two nations rests the bulk of the burden of 
victory. It is an interesting fact that there is 
not a single English-speaking nation on the 
side of the Axis powers. The war is, in large 
respect, a combat between the English-speaking 
peoples and the forces of totalitarianism. This 
is not to discount, in the slightest, the magnifi- 
cent contributions to victory made by the Dutch 
in the Pacific, by the Chinese and by the 
Russians. Nevertheless it is Britain and the 
United States that are leading the fight, that 
are supplying the money and equipment to win 
the war. 

Under such conditions, it is vital the two 
great nations work so closely together they 
Shall be, for war purposes, practically a single 
force. Beaverbrook and Nelson will now be able 
to achieve that unity of effort and organization, 
as well as of purpose, in the realm of pro- 
duction. 

Democratic as both nations are, it is becom- 
ing increasingly evident that a modified form 
of dictatorship will mean quicker triumph over 
the enemy. The powers now given Nelson and 
Beaverbrook make them practical production 
dictators in their respective countries. 

The rest of us can best fulfill our duty by 
buckling down to work at whatever we are told 
to do, and doing our stint to the utmost of our 
ability and strength.

SENATE WHITEWASHING WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Little 
of 


a constructive nature was 
accomplished by the senate debate this week over responsibility 
for the rejection by congress of the wire-tapping and Guam pro- 

posals in relation to war events in the Pacific. 

There was about it too much of the atmos- 
phere of a whitewashing. 

Senator Wheeler, former ringleader of the 
now defunct isolationist clan, was being defend- 
ed against published and broadcast charges that 
he blocked wire-tapping legislation. 

The Roberts report declared that the FBI, 
Army and Navy intelligence agencies were pre- 
vented from conducting effective counter- 
espionage against the Japs by restrictions pro- 
hibiting interception of radio and telephone 
messages between Honolulu and Tokyo. A bill 
to remove the restrictions was passed by the 
house in 1940. It was allowed to expire in a 
pigeonhole. after being referred to the senate 
committee of which Senator Wheeler is chair- 
man. 

In attempting to absolve congress of the 
blame for failure to fortify Guam, equally 

futile arguments were made. Another former isolationist, Senator 
Walsh, chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee, expressed the 
opinion that the Navy “never really asked for its fortification.” He 
was giving a shallow interpretation to the official recommendation 
fof an initial $5,000,000 harbor improvement program there, pur- 
posely worded thus to avoid any direct affront to Japan. 

Yet everyone knew that the funds were to be spent in keeping 
with the Hepburn Naval Board report, which in 1938 urgently rec- 
ommended fortification of the island on the grounds that “so long 
as Guam existed as a strong air and submarine base, hostile opera- 
tions against the Philippines would be a precarious undertaking,” 
and that it would “greatly simplify our naval problem should the 
fleet ever be called upon for operations in the Far East.” 


The proposal was defeated in the house in 1939 and again in 
1940. It was not even considered in the senate. Isolationists in 
leading the opposition to the funds expressed the fear that we 
would be offending Japan. While they were saying these things, 
the Japs were secretly building air and naval bases in the man- 
dated islands, within striking distance of Pearl Harbor and close 
to Guam, 

MERE TIME WASTING In the face of the record, the sen- 

ate would best spend its time de- 
bating other subjects. Senator Barkley, the Democratic leader, 
aptly summed up the situation by attributing the rejection of the 
wire-tapping and Guam proposals to “a certain smugness on the 
part of the American people and congress,” which he said were 
equally to blame. Nothing was to be accomplished now by time- 
wasting discussion of who was at fault. 

Out of the otherwise futile debate, however, there emerged one 
acknowledgment in which the people of Georgia may take justi- 
fiable pride. 

Speaking of the one outstanding achievement of congress in pre- 
paring for the war developments that have seized us—the two- 
ocean Navy now well advanced in building—Chairman Walsh, of 
the Senate Naval Committee, had this to say about Representative 
Carl Vinson, of Georgia, chairman of the corresponding committee 
in the lower house: 

“Let the record show,” said the Massachusetts senator, “that 
the movement for the two-ocean Navy began in congress, and was 
approved by congress. 

“IT am happy to say that congress initiated it; and largely due 
to the foresight, ability, and judgment of the chairman of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, who deserves a large measure of the 
credit for that particular act, which is perhaps the most important 
thing we have done in the past two years in preparation for war. 
I will say that after the steps were taken and the bills were intro- 
duced by the chairman of the house committee (Vinson) and my- 
self, the Navy got behind us and supported us; but the initiation of 
the movement was largely congressional.” 


UNIQUE TRIBUTE Such a tribute from a member of the 


senate to a member of the house is unique. 
The Vinson record of performance on naval legislation justifies it. 
With a single exception, he has not been defeated on a major piece 
of legislation since taking over the chairmanship of the important 
naval committee nearly 11 years ago. The lone exception was his 
bill to fortify Guam. As it turns out, he was more completely right 
on that than any of the others. It is coming back to haunt the 
people who voted him down. 

The Vinson record for getting things done continues to grow. 
Since the beginning of the new session he has passed no less than 
22 important naval bills—all within a period of a month. The total 
appropriations provided for an aggregate over five and one-half 
billion dollars. ‘They include authorization for 1,799 new naval 
auxiliary vessels, $750,000,000 for expansion of naval industrial 
production, and increase of naval enlistments from 300,000 to 
500,000. 

In between times he is directing the activities of a 70-man staff 
investigating committee, which is looking into profits of naval 
contractors.

RETIREMENT PLAN? _In defense of the congressional pen- 


sion grab it was argued that Army 
officers were allowed to retire on retirement pay. 

That, in my opinion, is the most brazen conceit yet announced. 

One is forced to ask on what meat these 
small-time Caesars have fed that they are be- 
come so great? 

First they argue that if they are given a life 
pension they will be more likely to be honest. 

This confession is s9 amazing and so dis- 
turbing that one finds it difficult to believe 
men in public life would admit that their group 
is so lacking in character and in common 
honesty. 

Now comes the claim that Army officers get 
retirement pay. That takes a lot of gall. 

Did you happen to know that no Army 
officer, no matter if a general, makes as much 
as our noble congressmen? Did you know he 
makes but little more than half as much? Did 
you know that congress fixed this years ago 
when the congressional pay was $7,500 and 
has not raised it since, although their own pay 
has been increased to $10,000 plus? 

General Douglas MacArthur, fighting with his men in the Philip- 
pines, writing one of the great chapters in our history, does not 
receive nearly as much pay as one of our congressmen who sudden- 
ly have become so important to the nation they must be pensioned 
for life. 

Our soldiers and navy men begin in the ranks or at school. 
They serve long periods of time, all their lives, and advance slowly. 
In time of war they must do the job of dying. Usually they died 
in greater numbers because congress has failed them. They are, 
compared with congressmen, underpaid and more subjected to the 
whims of political careerists with influence. They serve all over 
the world; they have no opportunity at another profession. Most 
congressmen do, 

Yet today, the congressmen, about 10 per cent of whom are 
useful, have decided they are overworked; that they have earned 
the permanent gratitude of the nation and a pension for life. 

They even think they deserve it as much as the soldiers who 
are dying; the pilots who are flying against death; as the sailors 
who sail against death. 


That is a lot of gall. 
This retirement plan may be just that. It may permanently 


retire many of these who have decided they are so valuable to 
the nation they should be taken care of for life.

Years ago when cotton was our chief export and the world 
looked to America for all of its supply, bales marked for export 
were given no protection and the surface cotton was ruinéd by dirt. 
English spinners, who were our 0 customers, protested’ long and 
loudly, but our exporters ignored all complaints. They had a 
monopoly. Some of them even packed worthless cotton inside the 
bales. And that is one reason why the other nations are now pro- 
ducing more cotton than we are, and our rich monopoly is gone. 

Was it America’s fault? No, only a few foolish and dishonest 
men were responsible; but Englishmen blamed America, and all of 
us are paying for the misdeeds of a few. 

When three Americans were persuaded to serve Chiang Kai- 
shek and clear up the mess on the Burma Road, they found private 
truckers blocking the road and making fortunes by hauling luxuries 
while American war material piled up in Burma. They also caught 
the drivers of America’s lend-lease trucks selling their tires and 
truck parts to private truckers at fabulous prices, and even selling 
their precious gasoline—at $7.50 a gallon, American money. The 
whole system was rotten graft. 

Was it the fault of China? Should we blame Chiang and the 
patriots who are fighting and dying to save their country—and us? 
No; only a few swine were guilty. Yet many of our people blame 
“the Chinese,” and mean all of them.

‘Aid for Congress’ Move- 
ment Is Criticized 
by Solon. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—(#)— 
“It’s about time members of con- 
gress have intestinal fortitude 
enough not to discriminate against 
themselves,” Representative Hook, 
Democrat, Michigan, said today in 
defense of recently enacted pen- 
sion legislation. Any man who 
serves 15 or 20 years in congress, 
he added, “should be entitled to” 
the same pension considerations 
congress has given postmasters 
and other federal workers. 


Criticizing the “bundles for con- 
gress’ movement started recently 
in Spokane, Hook said he was un- 
certain whether or not the move- 
ment was inspired by Nazis to 
“undermine the confidence” of the 
people in congress. 

A different view was taken by 
Representative Nichols, Demo- 
crat, Oklahoma, who attacked the 
procedure under which the pen- 
sion legislation was approved by 
unanimous consent. Nichols, who 
was absent from the house when 
the bill was, passed, said few 
members knew the pension provi- 
sion was in the bill. 

To seek its repeal by a sepa- 
‘rate bill, he said, would be futile 
because the Civil Service Com- 
mittee would pigeonhole the pro- 
posal. He predicted, though, that if 
a repeal bill got to the floor, it 
would be passed “by unanimous 
consent.”

— “More 
Livestock for Victory” will be the

Massey of the Georgia Experiment 
Station on the place of sheep pro- 
duction in Georgia, a topic long 
neglected since the raising of 
sheep became a forgotten part of 
Georgia farming. 

Specialists from the _ college, 
state experiment stations, exten- 
sion service of the University Sys- 
tem, and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture will con- 
duct the class discussions and 
demonstrations.

Soil-Saving Crops Also 
Show Increasé, Di- 
rector Says. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 5.—(#)— 
The Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice said today Georgia farmers 
have “substantially increased” 
acreage and production of field 
crops used for food, feed, forage 
and soil improvement. 

Some 600,000 acres of lespedeza 
were sown and reseeded last year 
and 110,000 acres of rye were 
grown, both crops representing in- 
creases, Service Director Walter S. 
Brown announced. 

He said farmers have generally 
responded to the program for a 
greater supply of feed and forage 
County agents’ reports show that 
159,000 acres were sown to small 
grain winter legume mixtures for 
grazing, Brown said, and 94,000 
acres of rye and 141,000 acres of 
small grain winter legume mix- 
tures for hay. 

Some crops for which seed could 
not be obtained in adequate quan- 
tities decreased, Brown added. 
These included winter legume seed 
sown for soil improvement. It 
dropped from 15,000,000 in 1940 to 
7,110,000 last year. 

But permanent pasture estab- 
lishments and improvement count- 
ed for increases. More than 60,- 
000 acres of permanent pastures 
were sown, 40,000 acres cleared or 
recleared but not sown, and 100,- 
000 acres reworked by fertilizing, 
liming, plowing or combinations of 
these improvements. 

Brown said that in seed pro- 
duction 136,000 pounds of hairy 
vetch, 22,000 pounds of Austrian 
winter peas, 1,225,000 pounds of 
lespedeza and 367,000 pounds of 
crotalafia seed were produced and 
saved in Georgia in 1941.
